For  a  Section  team  to  be  effective 
in  one  of  the  most  important  arenas  in 
Amateur  Radio,  technology,  there  must 
be  a  cadre  of  qualified,  competent 
Assistant  Technical  Coordinators. 

"Advancement  of  the  radio  art"  is 
a  profound  obligation  we  incur  under 
the  rules  of  the  FCC.  ATCs  help  meet 
this  obligation. 

Appointed  by  the  SM  (K9GDF),  or  TC 
(K9GDF  again)  under  delegated  authority 
from  the  SM,  the  ATC  supports  the  TC  in 
two  main  areas  of  responsibility:  (1) 
Radio  Frequency  Interference  and  (2) 
Technical  Information.  ATCs  can  spec¬ 
ialize  in  certain  specific  technical 
areas,  or  can  be  generalists.  Here  is  a 
list  of  specific  job  duties: 

1.  Serve  as  a  technical  oracle  to 
local  Hams  and  clubs.  Correspond  by 
telephone  and  letter  on  tech  topics. 
Refer  correspondents  to  other  sources 
if  specific  topic  is  outside  ATC's 
knowl edge. 

2.  Serve  as  advisor  in  radio  fre¬ 
quency  interference  issues.  RFI  can 
drive  a  wedge  in  neighbor  and  city 
relations.  It  will  be  the  ATC  with  a 
cool  head  who  will  resolve  problems. 


Local  .  Hams  will  come  to  you  for  guid¬ 
ance  in  dealing  with  interference  prob- 
1  ems. 

3.  Speak  at  local  clubs  on  popular 
tech  topics.  Let  local  clubs  know 
you're  available  and  willing. 

4.  Represent  ARRL  at  technical 
symposiums  in  industry;  serve  on  CATV 
advisory  committees;  advise  municipal 
governments  on  technical  matters. 

5.  Work  with  other  ARRL  officials 
and  appointees  when  called  upon  for 
technical  advice,  especially  in  emerg¬ 
ency  communications  situations,  where 
technical  prowess  can  mean  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  life  and  death. 

6.  Handle  other  miscellaneous 
technically  related  tasks  assigned  by 
the  Technical  Coordinator. 

If  you  feel  that  you've  got  what 
it  takes  to  be  an  active  ATC,  a  vital 
force  in  local  technical  planning  and 
action,  talk  to  Rich  Regent,  K9GDF, 
SM/TC  WI,  address  above.  All  ATCs  are 
entitled  to  wear  the  distinctive  blue 
League  diamond  pin  signifying  their 
status  as  an  important  League  official. 

Your  League  wants  you  to  be  a  part 
of  its  critical  Field  Organization 
team.  The  only  requirement  for  an  ATC 
appointment  is  a  Technician  or  higher 
class  license,  and  a  willingness  to 
serve  your  fellow  Radio  Amateurs.

Recent  news  stories  of  defense 
contractor  cost  overruns  and  $500 
wrenches  has  prompted  a  group  of 
government  defense  contractors  to  form 
a  new,  tax-exempt,  industrial  associa¬ 
tion,  according  to  reliable  sources  in 
the  Pentagon .

As  Novice  or  a  seasoned  veteran  of  many 
years  on  the  bands,  you  have  occasionally 
come  across  a  traffic  net  in  progress,  on 
either  the  phone  or  C  W  bands. 

Perhaps  you  have  become  a  bit  peeved 
because  you  set  up  a  sked  with  a  friend  in 
another  state  on  that  frequency  and  at  that 
time,  and  these  stations  go  on  and  on  with 
messages  and  strange  Q  signals,  that  you  have 
never  heard  before. 

Maybe  you  have  been  asked  by  other  Hams 
to  check  into  this  or  that  traffic  net,  and 
figured  that  traffic  handling  was  not  worth 
your  time. 

As  a  net  manager,  J  wonder  from  time  to 
time  if  it  is  worth  all  the  time  and  effort  to 
keep  the  net  going.  On  June  8,  1985,  1  spent 
a  few  hours  working  up  a  report  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Wisconsin  Nets  Association 
meeting  the  following  Saturday.  The  following 
paragraphs  are  taken  from  that  report:; 

"When  emergencies  and  disasters  strike, 
we  are  called  upon  or  volunteer  willingly'  to 
assist  with  emergency  communications.  As 
Hams,  we  have  the  capability  to  come  in  to 
situations  and  offer  a  service  that  is 
unmatched  by  any  other  group. 

"It  is  an  opportunity  for  all  of  us  to  show 
off  our  compact  little,  walkie-talkies,  fancy 
HF  gear  with  all  the  bells  and  whistles,  and  a 
dazzling  array  of  wires  and  tubing  that  we 
fondly  call  an  antenna  system. 

"All  of  this  Is  fine  and  dandy,  but  thebe  is 
one  ingredient  missing  in  all  that  flash  and 
glitter:  We  must  be  able  to  communicate  and 
do  it  efficiently  and  in  the  shortest  possible 
amount  of  time. 

"Ragchewing  is  fine  and  fun  on  75  meters, 
but  there  is  no  time  to  exchange  pleasantries 
and  signal  reports  when  reporting  an 
approaching  tornado. 

"It  takes  more  than  RST,  name,  QTH,  and 
a  WX  report  to  request  medical  assistance  and 
supplies  or  handle  welfare  inquiries  of  victims 
from  their  relatives. 

"The  pulse  quickens,  the  palms  get 
sweaty,  and  the  throat  gets  dry  when  you 
start  handling  that  emergency  and  priority 
traffic. 

"The  last  thing  that  we  can  afford  is  an 
operator  who  does  not  have  the  foggiest  idea 
about  traffic  handling  when  the  chips  are 
down.

certain  situations,  that  operator  may 

be.  worse  than  none  at  all.  We  have  seen 
what  it  is  like  when  a  person  sends  or 
receives  his/her  first  message  on  a  net.  This 
is  the  time  to  go  through  all  of  these 
procedures. 

"This  is  one  of  the  main  purposes  of 
traffic  nets.  It  is  to  our  advantage  to 
increase  our  pool  of  operators  that  can 
handle  traffic  as  well  as  keep  all  of  our 
present  traffic  handlers  sharpened  up  and 
ready." 

At  8:05  p.m.  on  Saturday,  June  8,  1985, 
a  tornado  struck  in  western  Oneida  County. 

It  roared  through  a  housing  subdivision 
on  Swamsauger  Lake,  and  seconds  later,  it 
crashed  into  a  campground  at  Cedar  Falls. 

One  man  was  killed  when  his  house  was 
thrown  into  Swamsauger  Lake.  A  young 
mother  of  three  was  killed  when  one  of  my 
hundred-year-old  pines  fell  across  her  camper 
at  Cedar  Falls. 

I  like  to  think  that  there  would  have 
been  more  deaths  ■  ■  and  injuries  if  the 
North  woods  ARES  group  had  not  had  an 
emergency  net  running  for  about  two  hours 
prior  to  the  tornado  touchdown. 

Northwoods  ARES  had  received  word 
from  the  ARES  group  in  Park  Falls  of  this 
approaching  storm,  and  the  information  was 
then  relayed  to  the  local  authorities.  Mobile 
stations  in  the  devastated  areas  reported 
information  to  the  net. 

All  of  these  activities  ran  smoothly,  with 
a  minimum  of  problems; 

To  my  knowledge,  all  of  the  Amateur 
Radio  Operators  participating  in  the 
emergency  net  were  operators  that  had  some 
previous  experience  with  traffic  nets. 

Therein  Ties  the  moral  to  the  story. 

If  you  noticed,  1  said  that  one  of  my 
pines  fell  across  the  camper  where  the  young 
mother  was  killed. 

The  land  at  Cedar  Falls  is  owned  fey  my 
employer. 

My  responsibility  is  to  manage  the  forest 
lands.  Anybody  interested  in  about  550 
twisted,  shattered,  or  uprooted  pines?  They 
range  in  size  from  ten  to  25  inches  in 
diameter. 

Or,  better  yet,  any  volunteers  for  a  tree 
planting  session  next  spring?

Operators  licenses.  Holders  do  NOT  have 
to  wait  until  renewal  time  to  apply. 

This  program  ends  on  December  31, 
1,985.  Renewals  after  that  date  will 
receive  a  card  form  document,  instead 
of  an  "attractive  computer  printed, 
diploma  size  lifetime  document."  Unlike 
the  diploma  license,  the  wallet  size 
card  forms  will  NOT  be  valid  for  broad¬ 
cast  purposes.  The  diploma  licenses 
WILL  be  valid  for  broadcast. 

Your  current,  valid  license  need 
not  be  submitted.  Submit  your  request 
to  the  FCC  Field  Office  which  issued 
your  license,  along  with  an  SASE  at 
least  4  1/8  x  9  1/2  inches  (for  un¬ 

folded  delivery,  it  should  be  9  1/2  x 
12  inches).  Be  sure  you  affix  adequate 
first  class  postage  in  either  case.  . 

Replacement  certificates  will  NOT 
be  available.  Again,  this  program  ends 
on  December  31,  1985.
